THE  PRACTICE  OF  SOCIAL  WORK 
This ilaboralory  will  provide  opportunities  for 
reviewing  the  learning  theory  related  to  the  en- 
hancement of  self-perception  and  for  hands-on 
experience  in  using  audiotape,  videotape  (and, 
possibly,  film).  Information  will  be  provided  on 
the  range  and  cost  of  equipment  advisable  for 
effective  practice  applications  in  clinical  and 
community  settings.  Possibilities  for  use  of  split- 
screen techniques  in  interaction  process  analysis 
and  the  treating  of  dysfunctional  communication 
patterns  will  be  discussed  and  demonstrated. 
Depending  upon  expressed  interest,  instruction 
may  include  exploration  of  access  to  radio,  teie- 
vislon  and  cable  resources  by  social  agencies, 
with  attention  to  the  social  animation  possibili- 
ties, Exercises  may  be  provided  in  the  production 
of  public  relations  spots  for  interpretation  of 
agency  objectives  and  social  policy  issues  in  the 
media.

Leader  - Lloyd  Graham,  M.S.W..D.S.W..  associate 
professor  and  co-ordinator  of  instructional  media 
in  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  University  of 
Toronto.  Dr.  Graham  offers  courses  in  the  Social 
Sciences  and  Social  Services  sequence.  While  in 
practice  and  teaching  social  work  in  Japan  be- 
tween 1951  and  1966,  he  was  involved  in  the 
production  of  films  and  media  exposure  for  several 
social  agencies.

Dr.  Thomlison  has  extensive 
experience  in  social  work  practice  and  has  given 
numerous  institutes  on  behaviour  modification  as 
a technique  of  social  work  practice. 


SOCIAL  ACTION  AND  SOCIAL  VALUES  - 
CONFLICT,  COMPROMISE  OR  CAPITULATION 
This  course  will  examine  a variety  of  theoretical 
and  practical  orientations  to  social  action.  A 
number  of  examples  will  be  utilized  to  highlight 
value  dilemmas,  contributions  and  resolutions  to 
social  action. The  illustrative  material  will  range 
from  informal  citizens’  organizations  to  direct 
service  agencies  and  planning  groups.

Leader  — Terence  Lee,  M.S.W.,  lecturer  in  social 
work  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  teaching  in  the 
community  practice  sequence.  Mr.  Lee  has  prac- 
tice experience  in  settlement  houses,  provincial 
psychiatric  hospitals,  the  Clarke  Institute  of 
Psychiatry  and  the  Chedoke-McMaster  Psychiatry 
Programme. 

CHANGING  TRENDS  IN  SOCIAL  WORK 
SUPERVISION:  FACT  OR  FANTASY? 

This  seminar  will  examine  current  forms  of  super- 
visory practice  in  social  work  agencies  (i.e. 
traditional,  group,  peer  group,  equality  revolution, 
etc.).  The  supervisor  - supervisee  relationship 
will  be  examined  from  the  perspective  of  organi- 
aztional  behaviour  and  theory,  as  well  as  social 
work  practice. 

Findings  from  the  instructor’s  Ph.D.  dissertation 
on  "Supervision  in  Social  Welfare  Agencies”  will 
be  introduced  in  order  to  assess  the  utility  of 
present  supervisory  practice  for  current  social 
work  practice. 

5 days,  June  18-22,  1.30  - 4.00  pm  daily 
Leader  - Sidney  Olyan,  M.S.W.,  D.S.W.,  associate 
professor  of  social  work  at  the  University  of 
Toronto.  Dr.  Olyan  has  conducted  workshops  and 
offered  courses  in  supervision  in  social  work  in 
schools  of  social  work  and  professional  meetings 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  In  addition,  his 
Ph.D  dissertation  was  devoted  to  this  topic.
